THE slow md indifferent methods of
ballot eopnting inthiveity are the most
glaring seandals of our eloctions. It isa
common ocourrinee for the count in
some wards 1o ocoupy twenty-four hours,
thus effiording cpportunities for skul-
duggery and furnishing grounds for an-
noying contests, Thisevil s partially due
o the apmwintment of incompetent
judges and clorkss, but the main  cutise is
the lnrge vole polled.  The remeldy isa
radital  redistricting  of the city
wards and  placingy a  limik  to
the number of votes in each distriot.
The scandals of the countin former elee-
tlons can  anly be svoided by at leust
doubling tho numberof polling districls
in the city. By malcing fivo hundred the
maximum number of voters toa dlsteiot,
cletls and julgesof average intellipene
can promptly handle the ballots offered,
and complete the count within five hours
aftor the polls  close,  The necossity of
affording nmple focilities for voting and
the ndvantage of an early announcement,
of the résult leaves all considerations of
costoutofl the question. A full vote and
an enrly count must be had atany price.

The expevionce galned in taking the
census domonstrates the necessity of o
radieal change in men and methois.
Complaint of incompetent and incom-
plets work Is well nigh universal, Much
of the confusion und adyerse comment
is due tothelistof wseless and fmperti-
nent guestions which the envmerators
wepre roquired to nsk. Dut the main
cause wis the faet that the work wus
parcelled outas o roward for politienl
fnvors., The qugstion of competency was
not consddered and mon were employed
whose only quallfication was theivability
to ronder politicul service to the appoint-
ing power.  As aconsaquence the census
I8 in many respecls incomplete and
its value discounted In advance. In some
quartors the proposition s advanced to
establish a permanent census  burean,
This would simply inereass the anny of
lederal sineores, as the office would be
praciically ldle theeefourthsof the tine-
The objoet desived cun e attalned, with
little expense, by enforcing a strlet sys-
tem of civil sepviee in the oflice.  Com-
petent enumoerators  can only be secured
by rigid examination of applicants, both
as to charactor and fitness, rogardless of
the polltical niiilin tions.
